2. Claims 66-72 and 74-78 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 79-86, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 
79-86 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 3-13-01 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 83-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Applicant has no support for claim 83 in the originally filed claims or specification as 

■ 

filed. No support could be found for the generic disclosure of an antibody against Del-1 to 
competitively inhibit the binding of a molecule to human Del-1 . 

In claim 84, the only support applicant has support for is the use of an antibody linked to 
a cytotoxic agent for eliminating Del-1 expressing tumors, not for any use of an antibody linked 
to a cytotoxic agent. 

In claim 85, applicant has support for the use of an antibody linked to a radioisotope for 
imaging de novo cells of tumors, not for any use of an antibody linked to a radioisotope. 
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In claim 86, applicant has support for the immunopurification of Del-1 with antibody 
anchored on a solid support, not for any use of antibody anchored on a solid support. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 79-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are: Applicant has recited no method steps to perform said 
methods with the recited antibodies and as such the claims are incomplete. 

It is noted that if applicant amends the claims to overcome this rejection, they are 
required to provide written support for the newly added subject matter in the originally filed 
specification to obviate a potential new matter rejection.
